‘*CHEAP BOOKS.” 


IN answer to an ‘‘ inquiring friend,” the Z.- 
amtiner and Chronicle says : 


‘‘ The publishers of these cheap books are 
guilty of ‘literary piracy’ in just the same 
sense that all the large publishing-houses are 
guilty of it, and in no other. Any American 
publisher who reprints a foreign book without 
the permission of its author and publisher is 
guilty of ‘literary piracy ;’ but neither the laws 
nor the recognized moral code recognize this 
asacrime. It is done by publishers in every 
country, except where international copyright 
laws or treaties forbid it. If our friend has no 
scruples about buying a dear American reprint, 
he need have none about buying a cheap one. 
He must needs be a most exacting casuist who 
would condemn either act. .When, however, 
one *American firm pays a foreign author a 
royalty on the sale of his reprinted works, it 
acquires a sort of moral copyright ; and for our 
part we should hesitate before buying a cheaper 
edition of a rival firm that paid no royalty. 
When both firms paid a royalty, we should 
conclude that we had a perfect right to consult 
Our own purse and taste in buying.” 


The phrase ‘‘ moral copyright” is a happy 
one, which closely expresses the ideas of the 
American publishers of the regular trade, so 
called, who are trying to do justice to foreign 
authors, even in the absence of international 
copyright law. With a fair acceptance of the 
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scope of this term, we imagine most American 
publishers would be perfctly willing to say 
‘* Amen” to the Zxaminer’s statement. 

That our publishers, however long estab- 
lished, can have any ground of complaint 
against a new-comer in the field, simply be- 
cause he produces books cheaper, is out of the 
question. It is only on this ground of infring- 
ing ‘‘ moral copyright ” that any criticism holds, 
and it is on this ground that we have objected 
to certain kinds of competition. To say that a 
publisher must pay royalty is not enough—the 
royalty of a cent a book may be little more 
thanasham. Wethink that the same “ moral 
copyright” holds in the 
editions as against ‘ 
out author’s sanctions, and we should extend 


case of author's 


‘royalty ” editions with- 


the term ‘‘ moral copyright,” also, with especial 
force to cases where publishers, paying royalty, 


have ‘‘ made a market” fora book. The trade 


and the public are not very far apart in this 
matter after all. 

Another side of the cheap book question is 
given in the following, from the Zvening Mail: 


‘*The publishers are vieing with each other 
in producing books which cost next to nothing. 
It is a question whether this has not resulted 
in lowering the dignity of literature in the 
general estimation. When a book cost money, 
it was something to be preserved with care, 
and guarded and cherished as a thing of value. 
Hence, the possession of handsome editions 
of good books was a matter of pride to their 
owners. At present, books, even of sterling 
value, are read and thrown away. They may 
be legibly printed, but they are either wretch- 
edly bound or not bound atall. That this sys- 
tem of cheap books brings good literature with- 
in the reach of many who would not otherwise 
be able to obtain it is certain. The pub- 
lication which may be bought for a few pence, 
however worthy its contents, is likely to be 
regarded like a newspaper, as something to be 
skimmed over and forgotten. We make these 
suggestions not with the hope or expectation 
that books will cease to be published at very 
low prices, but to point out the advantages of 
buying the best editions of books that one’s 
means will afford. In that way the volumes 
which are accumulated become one’s personal 
friends, and literature will be considered, as in 
days gone by, a lasting thing of worth ard 
beauty.” 


THE PRANG CHRISTMAS CARD COM- 
PETITION. 


AT the opening on June tst, of the competi- 
tion for the four prizes offered by L. Prang & 
Co., as announced by us in our issue for May 
I, there were represented over six hundred 
oiginal designs. The judges, Messrs. Samuel 
Colman, Richard M. Hunt and E. C. Moore, 
came to a decision on the 2d, and awarded the 
first prize of $1000 to Miss Rosina Emmett, of 
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New York, for her design signed ‘‘ I,” ‘‘ Im- 
primatur.” The second prize of $500 for the 
second best design was given to M. A. Sandier, 
of New York, for his exquisite figure of a young 
girl, marked ‘‘M,” and with the motto, ‘‘ Wel- 
come the Light of the Glad Christmas Morn.” 
The third prize of $300 for the third best design 
was taken by Mr. Alfred Fredericks, of New 
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York, for his drawing marked “ Pax Vobis- | 


cum,” while the fourth prize of $200 was carried 


off by Miss Annie Goddard Norse, of Provi- | 


dence, R. I., whose letter and motto were “ R”’ 
and ‘Sinceritas.” The exhibition, which was 
visited by quite a number, was as satisfactory 
as could be expected for a beginning. Messrs. 
Prang & Co., we believe, intend to renew their 
offer next year, confident that each succeeding 
trial will bring out new competitors and more 
originality. 

The following is a description of the designs 
of the successful artists :

WE extract the following interesting sketch 
of the founder of the well-known publishing 
houses which have borne his name for nearly a 
century, from a contribution to Stoddart’s Re. 
view, on ‘‘Old Philadelphia Booksellers,” by 
Eugene Didier : : 

‘‘A year or two after the close of the Ameri- 
can Revolution there landed at Philadelphia a 
young Irishman, who was destined to become 


one of the leading American publishers. This 
young man was Matthew Carey. He was born 
'in Dublin on the 28th of January, 1760. His 


|early education embraced only the ordinary 


English branches. He displayed an extraor- 
dinary facility for acquiring languages, but 
could not understand even the rudiments of 
mathematics. When fifteen years old he was 
allowed to make his choice out of the twenty.

A 
band of red secures her low, white waist, while 
behind spreads a red-lined, white fur-edged 
cloak, tied around her neck by yellow ribbons, 
and held by her left hand. Her hair is bound 
by a red fillet, whose broad ends wave behind. 
The border, in red and brown, has shields in 
the two upper corners. The oval is surrounded 
with arabesques, which gradually decrease in 
size from the bottom to the top. 

Mr. Frederick's design has in a centre the 
young Christ on a bed of the manger straw. 
Behind is a star of gold in the form of a cross, 
and a dove descending. The ground is of 
blue. In the outer field are ten cherubs, whose

faces are lit up by the light from the Child. In | 


a gold panel below the star is the inscription, 
“The blessings of this hallowed time be upon 
you. 

Miss Annie Goddard Norse’s card shows on 
a gold background four youths kneeling and 
singing. They hold alternately sprigs of holly 
and mistletoe, and between them sit doves. 
In the border is a sprig of holly. 

Messrs. Prang & Co. intend to purchase some 
sixty of the non-successful designs, and they are 
already in negotiation fora number. They have 
secured so far the second design by Miss Em- 
mett, a pretty girl in the snow with her dog; 
M. Sandier’s two remaining ones—boys holding 
the scroll and a girl and boy ringing bells—as 
well as those of Thomas Moran, in one of which 
is the ‘‘ Mountain of the Holy Cross,” and sev- 
eral by F. S. Church, the most notable of which 
shows little girls and robins singing together on 
a limb. 


father’s disgust, he chose the trade of a printer. 
He was always a great reader, and at seventeen 
the young printer made his first attempt at 
writing. The subject was duelling, then so 
prevalent in Ireland. Two years later he pub- 
lished a pamphlet in regard to the oppression 
of the Irish Catholics, which caused a great 
excitement, and was denounced in the Irish 
Parliament as treasonable and seditious. The 
young author was compelled to fly, and took 
refuge in France, where he was introduced to 
Dr. Franklin, and worked for several months 
in his private printing-office at Passy. Here 
he made the acquaintance of General Lafayette, 
who afterward proved one of his best friends. 
After a year’s exile Matthew Carey returned to 
Ireland, and svon afterward started a paper 
called the Volunteer’s Fournal, which in a few 
months reached an extensive circulation. It 
was a fierce and violent defender of the natural 
and national rights of the Irish people, and 
contributed greatly to promote a patriotic feel- 
ing in Ireland, but, at the same time, excited 
the indignation of the government, which de- 
termined to suppress the paper. Having made 
an attack upon the Prime Minister, Matthew 
Carey was brought before the House of Com- 
mons, and sentenced to Newgate prison. At 
the end of the session of Parliament he was 
released by the Lord Mayor, but fearing another 
prosecution from the government he sold his 
paper to his brother, upon a promise to pay 
£500, and disguised in female attire, in order 
to escape the myrmidons of the law, he suc- 
ceeded in getting on board the ship America, 
bound for Philadelphia, where he arrived on 
the 15th of November, 1784, having about $50 
in his pocket. It was necessary to practice 
the utmost economy while waiting for a remit- 
tance. 

‘‘General Lafayette was at that time in the 
United States, the guest of Washington at 
Mount Vernon. A few weeks after Mr. Carey's 
arrival the General visited Philadelphia and 
wrote to him to call at his lodgings. ‘He re- 
ceived me with great kindness,’ said Mr. Carey, 
‘and, upon my telling him I intended to set up 
a paper, he approved of the idea and promised 
to recommend me to his friends, Robert Morris, 
etc. The next morning a letter was handed to 
me from him containing four one hundred do!- 
lar notes, but it contained not a word in 
reference to the inclosure.’ With this money 
Matthew Carey started the Philadelphia Hera/d, 
the first number of which appeared on the 25th 
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of January, 1785. It should be mentioned that 
he considered the four hundred dollars as a 
loan, and not a gift, and he repaid it in full 
when Lafayette visited the United States in 
1824, with broken fortunes. 
the first American newspaper that reported at 
length the speeches in the House of Assembly, 
and that created a large demand for the paper. 
A letter from General Washington, dated 
Mount Vernon, March rsth, 1785, addressed to 
‘Matthew Carey, printer of the Zvening Herald,’ 
requests that a copy of the weekly edition 
should be sent to him, and alludes to the in- 
terest which the Marquis de Lafayette felt in 
his behalf. In this letter Washington com- 
plains of the irregularity with which the Phila- 
delphia Gazette reached him, and he requested 
that the Heradd should be sent ‘in the appear- 
ance of a letter.’ 

‘‘In January, 1787, Mr. Carey commenced 
the American Museum, a monthly magazine, 


which he published for nearly six years, with | 


a large outlay of time and labor, and received 
very little income in return. At the close of 
1792, finding there was no prospect of making 
the Museum a paying concern, he gave it up. 


This, however, did not prevent him from getting |

married. 
intelligence, prudence, and industry. 


‘‘The next and final business enterprise of | 


Matthew Carey was the opening of a bookstore 
and printing-office. His capital was limited, 
and so was his practical knowledge of books, 
but he possessed great energy and an unlimited 
capacity for work. At first his store was small, 
though small as it was, it was too large for the 
stock which he had to put into it; but his in- 
dustry and intelligence, however, soon enabled 
him to enlarge both. It was up-hill work, but 


Matthew Carey was the man for the post. For | 


twenty-five years he was the first person at the 
store in the morning and the last to leave it at 
night. 

‘‘As his business increased he undertook 
the publication of some books of great value, 
among others a quarto edition of Guthrie's 
‘Geography,’ twenty-five hundred copies, at 
twelve dollars, with a folio atlas containing 
between forty and fifty maps. This was a work 
greatly in advance of the American trade at 
that time. His edition of Goldsmith’s ‘ Ani- 
mated Nature’ was pronounced far superior to 
the London edition. It was in four octavo 
volumes, of three thousand copies, and sold 
for ten dollars. Many of the engravings of 
Buffon’s ‘Natural History’ were used in this 
work, thus doubling the number of plates of 
the English edition. In 1801 Matthew Carey 
published a quarto Bible, price ten dollars. 
rhe edition was three thousand, and to secure 
the accuracy of the text he collated four Lon- 
don, three Oxford, three Cambridge, and two 
American Bibles. The result was the most 
correct letterpress that had appeared up to 
that time. It was called the ‘Standing Edi- 
tion,’ because it was kept in type to supply 
the demand for new impressions, stereotyping 
not having yet come into use. 

‘‘In 1802 Matthew Carey was mainly instru- 
mental in inaugurating the first ‘ Literary Fair’ 
ever held in this country. It was in imitation 
of the celebrated book fairs of Frankfort, Leip- 
zig, and other German cities. This was an- 
licipating the present trade sales, which were 
established in New York, in 1824, by Carey &

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Lea, of which firm Matthew Carey’s son, Mr. 
Henry C. Carey, was the senior partner. 

‘*In 1814 Mr. Matthew Carey wrote and pub- 
lished the Oive Branch, of which ten thousand 
copies were sold. Its object was to bring into 
peace and harmony the two political parties 
into which the country was divided. Many 
editions were sold, and fresh matter was con- 
stantly added. His greatest literary work was 
‘Vindice Hibernice,’ being a vindication of 
the Irish people from the slanders of English 
writers. Nearly all the authors cited were 


| English, and he gave their own words. 


‘*In 1814 his eldest son, Mr. Henry C. Carey, 


| became a partnerinthe business. . . . For 
| many years foreign books comprised the prin 


cipal publications of American booksellers. 


|The business of this house was greatly in- 


creased after the admission of Henry C. Carey.

“In 1821 Matthew Carey retired from busi- 
ness after twenty-nine years of unceasing labor.

OBITUARY. 
¥OHN MURPHY. 
Mr. JoHN Murpny, of the well-known firm 


| of John Murphy & Co., Baltimore, died at the 


Carrollton Hotel on May 28th, of paralysis of 
the heart, from which he had been suffering for 
some time past. 

Mr. Murphy was born March 12, 1812, in 
Armagh County, Ireland. When he was but ten 
years old his parents came to America, and set- 
tled in New Castle, Delaware, where John re- 
mained about four years, attending the New 
Castle Academy part of the time. After leav- 
ing school he was for two years ina store in 
New Castle County. At the age of sixteen 
years he apprenticed himself to a printer in Phil- 
adelphia. At his majority he went to Balti- 
more, where he worked as a journeyman printer 
until 1835, when he assumed the superintend- 
ence of a job printing establishment noted for 
its excellent work. In 1837 Mr. Murphy 
formed a copartnership with Mr. Wm. Spauld- 
ing, under the title of Murphy & Spaulding, 
which carried on a successful business for about 
eighteen months and dissolved, Mr. Murphy 
continuing on his own individual account. In 
1840 he combined with it the book and sta- 
tionery, and subsequently the publishing busi. 
ness, which he conducted up to the time of his 
death. For forty-two years he carried on busi- 
ness within a few yards of the place now occu- 
pied by the firm on Baltimore Street, near 
Light. His special publications were standard 
Catholic books. In 1842 he began the publica- 
tion of the United States Catholic Magazine, 
edited by Rev. C.‘J. White, D.D., and Rev. M. 
J. Spalding, D.D. 'In 1849 he published in 
five large octavo volumes the writings of Dr. 
England, Bishop of Charleston, S. C., a publi 
cation regarded as a great undertaking. From 
1853 to 1859 he published the rat Mag- 
azine, and a“ Translation of the Definition of 
the Dogma of the Immaculate Conception,” for 
which he received a gold medal direct from the 
Pope. 

In 1860 he issued two large volumes of the 
Maryland Code, and subsequently several sup- 
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plements to that work, as also the new Constitu- 
tion of Maryland in 1866, and the “ Proceedings 


of the Plenary Council of Baltimore,” a copy | 


of which was sent to Pio Nono. The handsome 
typography and binding secured for Mr. Mur- 
phy marked favor from the Pope. Besides 
these Mr. Murphy published a large number of 
school and text-books in use throughout the 
country. For many years he was printer to the 
Maryland Historical Society. 

Mr. Murphy leaves two sons, Frank K. and 
Charles, and four daughters, his wife having died 
in 1869. By his indefatigible industry the de- 
ceased built up a large and successful business, 
and by his large-heartedness and other social 
qualities he made a large circle of friends every- 
where. 

CHAS. 


Chas. T. Bainbridge, one of the best-known 
members of the stationery trade of New York, 
died on May 26th, at his residence in Brooklyn, 
aged 55 years. He was born at Huddersfield, 
England, November 12, 1825, and was in his 
early days sent as aclerk toa stationery firm 
in London. He came to this country about 
1850, and entered the stationery business of his

brother Richard, then member of the firm of | 


Richard Bainbridge & Co. Upon the dissolu- 
tion of this firm he entered into copartnership 


with his brothers Henry and John George and | 


formed the firm of Bainbridge Brothers, which 
firm discontinued business about 1861. 


He was subsequently connected with B. & P. | 


Lawrence, Berlin & Jones, and A. W. Faber as 


salesman,and with D. Appleton & Co. as mana.- | 


ger of their wholesale stationery department, of 
which he was the founder. About the year 
1863 he formed a partnership with Garret Ber- 
gen, under the firm-name of Bergen & Bain- 
bridge. They dissolved partnership about 
1873 when he joined William D. Porter and 
formed the firm of which he was a member at 
the time of his death. 


By his death the trade, especially the younger | 


members, lose a most active and practical co- 
worker— one who was as ready to do for others 
as he was to labor for hisown benefit. He was 
one of the original founders of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade, and was ever intent on further- 
ing the work of that organization. 


Mr. Bainbridge leaves a wife and seven chil- | 


dren, four sons and three daughters.
